POTATO 
SETS AND PLANTIKU. —I hive 


nlaed potatoes tor seven years past, from 
Mtu cut clbser each year. Was educated 
to plant three or four good-sized iiotatocs 
in 'ft hill; fcnd bf course my prejudices ran 
in that way. Was persuaded to try the cut- 
ting plan ami have followed it ever since. 
My practice now is to cut as nuur as possible 
to single eyes, ami plant them in rows three 
foot apart and ton or twelve inches in the 
rows. My success hus boon greater since 
adopting this plan than before. 
What is es- 


sential in growing potatoes (is well as every- 
thing elso.is to have tho ground in good con- 
dition, plant at the right time, and givo the 
necessary attention afterward. 
For seven 


years past, from less than half an acre, I 
have sold each Spring about one hundred 
bushels Burplus, after using liberally in my 
family and reserving enough for seed. Three 
years ago I planted one bushel cr.eh of Early 
Rose and Brigluim 'Seedlings, and dug of 
each kind thirty-two bushels of marketable 
potatoes. Havo been in the habit of cutting 
my seed ns I would to plant and have no 
trouble about its germinating; think, how- 
ever, it would be bettor to cut a few days 
before using, so that they may become 
glazed. Of all tho varieties I have tried I 
prefer the Early Rose, and this Spring will 
plant hono else. 


THE POTATO Osios.—-Tho French people 


in Maine, who have cultivated and raised 
these onions more than any others, have 
long been in tho habit of preparing their 
lands and see ting them out m tho fall. In 
this way I buy make sure of their seed, which 
might otherwise be lost by rot, for wo never 
find fin onion of this SurL hurt Vy wiiiier 
freezing in the ground, but find them well 
starlet! tsi.grovr when Iho snow goes off. 
How this would bo whero they do not have 
much snow 
find much 
frozen 
ground 


we cnunot say, but this i.s always the case 
there. If they can have highly manured 
laud, and tho benefit of their first start in 
growth, they will grow to a good size. An- 
other thing not generally understood is that, 
the smaller tho seed the bettor growth. 
They break the clusters apart, pick out the 
largest to cook, and plant the smallest, and 
the French even cut them in two. This may 
seem an anomaly in scientific culture, but it 
is the casein this one thing that "wee bits'* 
make tho largest oniona.
